Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102

''Klabunde'' ) or Kurtev et al . , Binuclear nickel-ylide complexes 
as effective ethylene oligomerization/polymerization catalysts , 
Journal of Molecular Catalysis A: Chemical 103 (1995) pages 95- 
103 (hereinafter ''Kurtev")- See Kurtev, pages 96-97 and 99-103; 
Klabunde, col. 1, line 55 through col. 3, line 57.
